We still had plenty of gasdline to land, refuel and take off 
again for Honolulu. This was in accordance with the pre- 
afranged plans to meet the situation with which we were faced 
on approaching the Aroostook. We received radio bearings 
from her, indicating that we were south of her. On reaching a 
point where I thought she should be visible and not being able 
to see her we changed course to approach on these bearings. 
It became evident that she would not be found on this course. 
I started to write a message which would give her some clew 
to our whereabouts but just then the gasoline gave out. Both 
engines were cut out simultaneously and we started to glide 
from about 800 feet. } 

Lieut. Connell, Who liad the contacts, made a beautiful 
landing in the heavy swells, both engines being dead, having 
no power. Due to total expenditure of gas, we could not use 
radio and were therefore out of communication at twilight. | 
determined our position to be fifty miles north of the Aroos- 
took’s station. We rigged a radio antennae on the plane and 
received without much difficulty everything that was in the air. 
We sailed before the wind, endeavoring to work the plane in 
toward the Hawgiian Islands, hoping to make Oahu. We made 
fifty miles a day, that is, an average of two miles an hour .al- 
though the plane appeared to be making much better speed. 


MANAGE TO CATCH WATER . 


We cut the fabric from_the lower wing and rigged a fore- 
sail. Weather conditions wére moderate although during the 
afternoon the seas were high. The plane at all times behaved 
very well. After the first day we felt sure that unless the 
weather changed very much for the worse we could make Oahu, 
or failing that we would certainly be able to make Kawai. Our 
only concern was a question of water supply.

tors had been Planned, but it was 
all but forgotten in the overwhelm- 
ing demonstration @f spontaneous 
enthusiasm by the crowd, which 
went to Pearl Harbor from Hono- 
Mulu to greet them. The whistles 
well expressed the exultant cry of 
the crowd's joy at the rescue of 
Commander Rodgers and his crew. 

The fiyers had set out from San 
Francisco August 31 to travel 
through the air to Pear! Harbor. 
if possible without alighting. They 
were expected to arrive here with- 
in twenty-six hours. 

Instead, their trip took them 
through storms and angry seas. 
They suffered thirst; they encoun- 
tered hunger. The journey lasted 


days. 
Deceptive compass bearings 
threw them off their course, and 


when the fuel supply failed there 
was no ship near to give them the 
gasoline which would have  en- 
abled them to carry on their flight. 


STORY PRECEDES FYERS 


The story of the fight of the five 
airmen to complete their flight pre- 
ceded them to Honolulu. A for- 
mal statement from Commander 
Rodgers was given to the press 
by radio from the MacDonough, In 
which he told how they distilled 
sea water and caught rainwater in 
their battle against thirst; and how 
they kept the seaplane hull afloat - 
and managed to sail it toward the 
islands in their battle against 
death. 

Thousands of automobiles were 
parked on the pliers along the har- 
bor waterfront, the destroyer pags- 
ing under the beams of their head- 
lights on the way to her berth, 
adding to the brightness of the pic- 
ture. 

While the crowds waited, coples 
of extra editions of newspapers 
containing pictures rushed from 
Kauai by naval seaplane were dis- 
tributed. 

Featured in the papers were first 
pictures of the wrecked seaplane 
in the water near Lihue, and of 
the five heavily bearded men who 
made up h@ crew.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 11.— 
Capt. Stanford E. Moses, comman- 
der of the San Francisco-to-Ha- 
wali flight project, sald today that 
Commander John Rodgers and 
the other crew members of the 
PN-9, No. 1, presumably will re- 
turn to San Francisco on the bat- 
tieship California, flagship of the 
battle fleet, which wil! leave Hono- 
Inlu with the remainder of the 
fleet on the 18th inet. 

“The fleet will divide after leav- 
ing Honolulu,” Capt. Moses said. 
“The battleships, with the possi- 
ble exception of the California, 
will return to Los Angeles Harbor 
where they are due on the 26th 
inst. The destroyers will go to San 
Diego, and the remainder of the 
fleet will come here. 

“I presume that Rodgers and 
his crew will return to San Fran- 
cisco on the California. They are 
now under the direct command 
of Admiral 8. 8. Robison of the 
fleet, and will report to him upon 
their arrival in Honolulu.” 

Discuasing other particulars of 
the filght, Capt. Moses said: 

“In a few years people will won- 
der why this flight was so dim- 
cult. At that time flights between 
Hawali and the mainiand will be 
a common occurrence.” 

Capt. Moses expects to leave for 
San Diego itn a few days, after 
the preliminaries relative to the 
forthcoming projected flight of the 
PB-1 to Honolulu have been at- 
tended to.

| ASSAILED BY MOSES 
(EXCLAsIvVe 

BAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 11.— 
“Rank injustice is being done to the 
high officials of the Navy Depart- 
ment,” was the statement made to- 
day ty Capt. Stanford E. Moses, 
commanding the air squadrons of 


the battle fleet and the Hawalian 
flight project, who waxed indignant 
over charges of “incompetency” 
hurled at navy officials by Col. Wil- 
liam B. Mitchell. 

“There have been no finer men 
in charge of the affairs of our navy 
during the 100 years of its exist- 
ence,” declare Capt. Moses. “Each 
official is fully capable of carrying 
on his duties with all posaftle per- 
fection and charges such as those 
made by Col. Mitc hell have abso- 
lutely no foundation.” el 

A personal friend of the officials 
who have been made the objects of 
scathing attacks by Col. Mitchell 
since the Shenandoah tragedy and 
the accident to the PN-9 No, 1 sea- 
Capt. Moses said he regret- 
ted the existence of such charges 
against the “honor, faithfulness and 
industry’ of his fellow officers. 

“The Navy has been faithful to 
the country at all times, fighting its 
battles and always pushing on,’ 
Captain Moses said. “The men now 
in the high offices in the Navy are 
no jess honorable and just as thor- 
oughly competent as those great 
‘men of the old Navy.” 

Characterizing Secretary Wilbur, 
Admiral Eberle, Admiral Moffett 
and many other high officials of the 
Navy as “wonderful men fully ca- 
pable of managing successfully any 
organization at which they might 
be placed at the head,” Capt. Moses 
said it was inconceivable that they 
could ever be found negligent and 
incompetent. 

Capt. Moses pointed out the suc- 
cess with which the officials now 
in charge of the Navy Department 
have discharged previous duties 
both in the Navy and in civilian 
life, saying no men could be more 
industrious or faithful and leest 
epen to criticism. 

“Mitchell's charges are entire- 
ly without a foundation, the man- 
agement of the Navy's affairs could 
not possibly be placed in better 
hands,” said Capt. Moses. “I can 
see no reason for an attack on the 
ideals of the Navy, which is so old 
and long establigjed. 

“The proposed united Air Service 
was branded us absolutely tmprac- 
ticable by Capt. Moses, who pointed 
out the failure of the plan in Eng- 
land. “England has had a united 
air foree for seven years. It took 
one year to «ct it and six years have 
now been spent by that country 
trying to displace it,” he said. “It 
is a farce. An air force can not 
function successfully away from 
the mother organizations, the Army 
and Navy 

As an illustration, Capt. Moses 
pointed out that had Commander 
Rodgers and his four companions 
been army fiyers, without a know- 
ledge of navigation and the sea. 
they would not now be alive.

Success snatched from the claws of 
defeat and the jaws of death; rescue when 
even the hope of rescue was dead; such is 
the” glorious denouement of flight of the 
seaplane PN-§-1 from the coast of California 
to the Hawalian Islands. And in the timely 
rescue of Commander Rodgers and his gal- 
lant crew the whole nation rejoices. 

Nine days overdue, battered by wind and 
sea but still afloat, the seaplane was 
moored to a landing Thursday night on one 
of the islands of the Hawaiian group. The 
crew had been without food for four days, 
vessel after vessel loomed on the horizon, 
only to disappear; aircraft circled over- 
head, but floated away with the clouds; 
all the horrors of castaways on the wastes 
of the boundless waters were endured; but 
still the gallant captain and his crew car- 
ried on. The men were well selected for 
the part they were to play in the drama of 
alr and sea. And the happy ending of 
what appeared to be a tragedy of the seas 
proves again that truth can possess all the 
dramatic elements of fiction. 

Indeed, no writer of‘ fiction would have 
selected such materia) for his plot, for, un- 
til the thing actually occurred, it seemed 
so improbable that even the most credu- 
lous would have turned from it with a yawn 
of boredom and disgust. 

These men started from the California 
coast to reach the Hawaiian Islands. The 
honor and prestige of the Navy were in- 
volved. They could have sought safety by 


the seaplane to malign the 


ican Navy, a chapter that will give new 
higher ideals to the personnel of 
partment. 

The flight was not a failure. Its 
cessful termination is all the more notable 
because the experience of the PN-9-1 serves 
to chart out the dangers of the air that 
must be avoided. .The limitations of the 
seaplane are better known today than yes- 
terday. The Navy will build newer and 
better. Other planes will follow the trail 
marked out by this pioneer and will com- 
plete the flight in the air. As messengers 
of safety they will become an integral part 
of our coast defense; for, when they can 
cover such vast expanses of ocean, no hos- 
tile fleet could hope to come within as 
much as 6000 miles of our coast and escape 
detection. . 

Despair and gloom faded from the Navy 
Ifke a fog pierced by a dazzling sun when 
the news of the successful landing was 
flashed by radio across sea and land; and 
it was eminently fitting that Friday should 
have been a day of generai rejoicing. We 
all seem to have a part in the splendid 
achievement; for the Navy belongs to us 
all and is a part of us; and we have today 
a better understanding of the heroic cour- 
age and perseverance that mark the gal- 
lant defenders of the Stars and Stripes al- 
most as a face apart, as a breed capable 
of performing what to others would be re- 
jected as the impossible. The traditions 
of the Navy are not belied by the present 
generation. It ig manned by worthy de- 
scendants of heroic sires. 


To the public the hazard of the flight was) 


not appreciated until the seaplane was lost. 
But the dangers were fully known to Com- 
mander Rodgers and his crew; and they 
deemed it a privilege to risk their lives in 
the national service. Such is the spirit 
that caused our common country to win its 
place in the sun as a world power, and such 
is the spirit that will successfully defend 
it against enemies from without or from 
within. We can say this morning with re 
newed confidence if not “All's well with the 
world,” at least “All's well with the brood 
of the gray eagle.” 


HARD-OOAL STRIKE 
Some years ago the Congress appoint- 
ed a commission to inquire into the coal 
industry, particularly that of Pennsylvania, 
and gave it sufficient powers and means 
for doing ite work thoroughly and intelli- 
gently. This action followed close upon 
a strike and consequent warfare between 
the owners and the miners. People in the 
Bastern and Northeastern States along the 
Atlantic had just been victimized by one! 
of those ever-recurring fights between the 
operators and organized labor. Fuel to 
heat homes during a cold and tempestuous 
winter and to operate vast industries that 
fed, clothed and housed millions of men, 
women and children went off the market or 
soared to unconscionable prices‘ with the 
result of unnecessary suffering and a stag- 
nation of business. 

The fight raged about the anthracite 
mines of Northern Pennsylvania. These 
mines are owned by a few individuals, com- 
panies and estates and near them have 
grown up a number of large and prosper- 
ous towns, in or near which the miners 
live. The territory covered by the mines 
is relatively a very small part of Pennsyl- 
vania, but has an extraordinary economic 
power over the people of the Hast, a power 
that is found to be ultimately In the hands 
of the executives of the owners and the 
union. In other words, the mine owners 
and the officials of the labor unions hold 
in their hands the happiness of millions of 
the country’s citizens. 

The work of the United States commis- 
sion was finished more than two years ago

Gas, 
water and electricity here are public utill- 
ties under the law; and if coal were a Call- 
fornia product and necessary to the well- 
being of the people it would be declared | 
a primary public need and accordingly con | 
trolled as such. What California has done | 
Pennsylvania can do; what the Federal 


government has done with the railways, | 


telephones, telegraphs and express compa- | 
nies it can also do with anthracite coal as | 
a public necessity. It is not a question of | 
government ownership or operation; as in 
this State, it is simply a question of gov- 
ernment control. But such control can 
come only when private greed is subordi- 
nated to the will and need of the people.

This is all due to Bolshevism. It is not 
to be wondered that the United States gov- 
ernment refuses to recognize Russia offi- 
clally. 

Russia, as far as the United States is 
concerned, still is outside the pale of diplo- 
matic relationship. There is no American 
Ambassador in Moscow, and no official Rus- 
sian representation at Washington. The 
position of our government has been that 
until the soviet government is willing to re- 
store the property of American citizens con- 
fiscated’ and humanize its government it 
could not and would not recognize Russia. 

Senator Borah, chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Affairs Committee, is an outspoken 
advocate of Russian recognition. When 
Mr. Hughes was Secretary of State, he was 
firmly opposed to such a course. When Mr. 
Kellogg succeeded him last March there 
was no indication of a change. Washing- 
ton is not inclined to accept promise with- 
out performance. 

The feeling still persists, however, that 


data concerning Russia are to be brought 
up to date, with a purpose of determining 
whether a formula can be devised which 
may lead to an acceptable answer to tne 
Russian problem,

STOCK SUIT 


Shareholder in Another 
Company Charges Loss by 
Absorption, Asks Damages 


Charging unlawful conspiracy 
and combination in restraint of 
trade, D. A. Foley, a stockholder 
in the American Crushed Rock 


Company, yesterday filed suit for 
$145,500 damages against the 
Union Rock Company of this city. 

The suit revolves about the as- 
serted absorption by the Union 
Rock Company of the American 
Crushed Rock Company, which 
was said to have been one of the 

rincipal competitors of the Union 

ock Company since the organiza- 
tion of the American company in 
1923. 

Foley charged the officers and 
directors of the Union Rock Com- 
pany “designed and contrived to 
accomplish the ruin and acquire 
ownership” of the American 
Crushed Rock Company. 

In line with this asserted pur- 
pose, the complaint set forth, the 
asserted combination started a 
process of freezing out the mi- 
nority stockholders. Foley, who 
stated he was the owner of thirty 
shares of preferred and 330 shares 
of common stock in the American 
Crushed Rock Company, stated he 
actually lost $82,750 as a result of 
the asserted absorption of the 
American Crushed Rock Company 
by the Union Rock Company. His 
complaint asked this amount and 
additional damages of $62,750.

Mr. Pierce, in the fall of 1891, 
married Miss Mary R. Fitch at 
Boston, Mass., who, with their 
daughter, Mrs. Maria Pierce War- 
ner, are left by him. 

The Oneonta Church was one of 
the important congregations of 
Central New York and he quickly 
won the confidence and love of al! 
classes, and especially endeared 
himself with the railroad men of 
the city. In 1896 he was called 
to the pastorate of the Cary-ave- 
nue Baptist Church in Chelsea. 
Mass., where he remained until 
1899, when he accepted a cali to 
the Memorial Church of this city.

MOUNT WILSON 


Dr. Michelson explained today 
the methods used in conducting 
the experiments at Mt. Wilson. On 
Mt. Wilson i# a mirror, in the 
shape of an octagonal prism 
which revolves at the rate of 500 
revolutions a second. On this 
mirrer a beam of light is thrown. 
Twenty-two miles away on Old 
Baldy is another mirror. When 
the beam of light striking the mir- 
ror on Mt. Wilson ts reflected and 
thrown to the mirrer on Old Baldy, 
it te reflected back to the revolv- 
ing mirror again. 

The light leaves the revolving 
mirror from one of its eight sides, 


and returning, 


strikes another. 
Knowing the exact angles of the 
mirror and the epeed at which it 
revolves, the wcientist is then able 
to tell precisely how long it re- 
uires fo* the light to travel from 
Wilson to Old Baldy, and 
back again, a distance of forty- 
four miles. 

Reversing the application of the 
principle, the exact distance be- 
tween any two points between 
which a ray of may be thrown, 
can be measured. Dr. Michelson 
expects to demonstrate this next 
summer when mirrors will be 
placed on Mt. Wilson and San Ja- 
cinto, ninety miles apart.
